Condemned Murderers Win 
Their Freedom at 
Ozark. 


Dave and Bill Walker Refuse 
the Opportunity Offered 
Them. 


John and Wiley Matthews, Under Sentence 
of Death for the Murder of Edens and 
Green, Snatch at the Chance—They Are 
Accompanied by Five Train Robbers and 
Other Criminals— The Crime Which 
Broke Up the Christian County Organi- 
zation of Regulators — Confession and 
Histories.

OzaRK, Mo. December 29.—John Matthews 

d Wiley Matthews, two of the condemned 
Bald Knobbers and W. P. Halbenseben, Frank 
Johnson, Wm. Bedford, Thos. Rooney aud 
Wm. Sossen, the five train robbers‘ made 
their escape from jail last night. Some person 
from the outside cut through the brick wall. 


went off. The two Walkers and a young man by 
the name of Rucer refused to leave, and were 
in the cells when the discovery was made this 
morning. 
JOHN MATTHEWS 
and his nephew, Wiley Matthews, were sen- 
tenced to be hanged with Dave and William 
Walker on May 18, forthe murder of Charies 
Green and his father-in-law, William Edens, 
on March 11, 1887, They were Bald Knobbers, 
and were but four of some fifty arrested shortly 
after the murder. They were members of the 
Bull Creek Bald Knobbers, who met near 
Chadwick, in Christian County, to devise 
ways and means for the regulation of the dis- 
trict in which they lived. The advent of the 
railroad had brought in a number of objec- 
tionable people, who drank whisky, 
played cards and lived lewdly. 
The Bald Knob organization was 
originally aimed at these people, but from de- 

ing the law tocontrol an abuse the Bull 

reek company, and others in Taney and 
Christian Counties became an abuse. They 
attacked, 4 — and even killed people 
who criticised them. The Edens family had 
moved into the district about a year before 
the murder. They were quiet, orderly people 
pat shay gave no aid or comfort to the d 

nobber nor his ways. Old Man!“ Edens 
spoke his mind freely about the organization 
and theuch he, his son and bis sou-in-law bad 
been warned frequently, they refused to close 
their mouths. ° 

There was a meeting of 

THE BULL CREEK COMPANY 

on that March night and it was decided to go 
down to Obadwick to pour out whisky. 
On the wey down a second proposition was 
made to whip Green and ‘‘old man’’ Edens. 
The elder Walker opposed this, but his son 
was determined, and under the latter’s lead- 
ership a visit was paid by the company to 
Green’s house. It was empty. Probably bav- 
ing bad a warning, he and ale wife 
bad one „over to the oid 
man’s.’ The company went to Edens’ 
house and called to the men to come out and 
be whipped. They refused. The Bald Knob- 
bere broke down the door and were met with 
a volley from the Edens’ guns. They re- 
turned the fire killing Green end Edens and 
severely wounding Mrs. Green, Mrs. Edens and 
the Ae 2 Edens. 

Bill Walker was shotin the thigh and John 
W. Walker received a wound in the head. 
The company separated after this, but one by 
one they were gathered in by Sheriff Johnson. 
Bill Walker was the last captured. He had 
been sent to Douglas County for safety, but 
fell into detectives’ hands in about a fort- 
night. There was no juil then at Ozark, and 
the Knobbers were putin the Springfieid 
until the Ozark people could bulid one. This 
they did as quickly as they could.

LONDON’S LATEST HORROR 


THE MUTILATED BODY OF AN &-YEAR-OLD 
BOY FOUND NEAR BRADFORD. 


A Most Brutal Murder—The Lad Identified— 
An Absurd Story About Gladstone—Evic- 
tions in Ireland—An Attack on the Aus- 
trian Consulate at Beigrade—The Dan. 
ube Flotilla—Foreign News. 


Lorpon, December 29.—The mutilated body 
ofa boy was found in an out-house at Brad - 
ford this morning. It was recognized as that 
ofJohn Gili, 8 years of age, who when last 
seen alive was siiding on the ice with some 
companions. The boy had been brutally mur- 
dered. His legs and arms had been chopped 
offin arough manner and tied to his body, 
his ears had been cut off, there were two stab 
wounds in his chest and bis heart and entrailis 
had been torn out. The remains when found 
were wrapped in a rough covering. 
THE POLICE THEORY 

The police believe from the clumsy man- 
ner in which the body was mutilated that the 
crime was the work of drunken lads, whose 
imaginations had been inflamed by reading 
accounts of the Whitechapel atrocities. It is 
supposed the murder and butchery were com- 
mitted insome other place and the remains 
afterward carried by the perpetrators to the 
outhouse in which they were found. The 
crime has created the greatest excitement at 
Bradford. The police have not as yet any 
trace of the murders.

Gladstone and the Italians—Villiers, the War

He is represented as being in fine health and 
spitita, spending much time sitting in the 
sunlight in the garden reading, and algo work- 
ing isisurely at his article on the divorce law. 
He writes few letters, none being torwarded 
from England. 

AN INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION.

WANT CHEAPER POWDER 


THE MINERS OF THE ANTHRACITE REGI 
DEMAND A BEDUOCED PRICE. 


The First Demand Made on the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Co. Refused by 
General Coal Agent Storrs — Action to 
Be Taken by All the Miners—A Strike Im- 
minent. : 


SCRANTON, Pa., December 29.—The miners ot 
the anthracite region are stirred up consider- 
ably overthe powder question, and itis the 
one topic of discussion among them to-day, 
owing to the refusal of Supt. Storrs of the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna & Western Oo. to reduce 
the price from & to §2 a keg, as demanded by 
a committee representing all the company’s 
mines that waited on him Thursday. In re- 
sponse to a call issued some time 
since by District Asssembly, No. 
16, a convention, attended by 
delagates from the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western mines along the Wyoming and Lack- 
awanna Valleys was held bere yesterday and 
remained in session until late last night, de- 
liberating as to the best course to be pursued 
for the purpose of securing the desired reduc- 
tion, which would be considered as equivalent 
to an advance in wages. Allthe mines in the 
region are in sympathy with the movement to 
bring down the price of powder to what 
it was in war times, and as most 
of the other companies and individual op- 
erators are governed by the action of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Co., it was 
decided to make the demand first upon that 
corporation. Accordingly, a vommittee was 
appointed to walt upon General Coal Agent 
Storrs at his office and state the case to him 
from the standpoint ofthe workmen. They 
represented that the price charged for powder 
by the wining companles— per keg— to their 
miners was far in excessof what it conid be 
boug ut for elsewhere, ani respectfully asked 
that it be reduced to §2 per keg, which would 
still leave the company- a handsome 
profit '.on this item in the ex- 
pense. of the work of mining. Mr. P. O. 


Devers of Kingston, chairman of the commit- 
tee, was spokesman on the part of the miners 
and submittod the credéntials of the delegates 
to Mr. Storrs, at thesame time asking whether 
he would give audience to the entire conven- 
tion. Mr. Storrs replied thut he would hear 
the convention if it so desired, but he could 
talk to five men as readily as to üfty. He also 
stated most emphatically that he would not 
make any reduction in the price of mining 
powder to the men nor would ne treat with 
persons who 
DID NOT REPRESENT HIS MINERS. 

At this point he was informed that he would 
be required to face every miner employed by 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Co, as 
they feltto aman that the high price of pow- 
der was an imposition which they should not 
tolerate. The company would neither reduce 
the price or let its miners buy elsewhere, and 
they felt this was unjust and unfair. Mr. 
Storrs, in answer to this, said that the ques- 
tion could notin any event be considered be- 
fore spring, and if the company made a :educ- 
tion inthe price of powder it would be com- 
pelted to advance the price of other things, 
such, for instance, as the rent of ‘‘company

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RELEASE OF THE HAYTIEN REPUBLIC

‘Arrival of the United States War Vessels at 
Port-nu-Prince—The Galena Made the 


Admirai’s Flag *hip—Both Ships Train 
Their Ganson the Haytiens—Feasted by 


Ow BoaRp THe UNITED STATES STEAMER 
GALENA, Ory Port A- 
December 21, 1688. 


The United States steamers Galena and 
Yantic, which left New York December 12, 
steamed into the harbor of Port-au-Prince 
December 20, at 9 a. Mm., with sbotted guns, 
torpedo boats, ship cleared for action and 
Crews standing at quarters, to demand of the 
alleged Haytien Government the instant re- 
lease of the steamer Haytien Repubiic. On their 
arrival in the outer harbor, Rear Admiral 8. 
B. Luce transferred his flag to the Yantic, 
which has a draught of but fourteen feet. The 
Yantic was then run siowly into the inner 
harbor to within 100 feet of the docks, where 
the Haytien Kepublic was at anchor. Anchor 
was dropped and a stern line was at once at- 
tached to the Haytien Republic, the guns of 
the Yantic being 

TRAINED ON THE CITY. 

The Galena remainedin the outer harbor 
with a broadside and a pivot gun trained on 
the Haytien man-of-war Dessalines, and 
prepared to fire at the first hostile demonstra. 
tion. The Dessalines’ crew also stood at their 
guns until the result of the interview 
of Lieut. Griffin with Legitime 
was made known. Lieut. Griffin went ashore 
shortly after 5 o’clock, with communica- 
tions from the State Department and Admiral 
Luce, demanding the release within four 
nours of the detained steamer and the with- 


drawal of her guard. Legitime finding 
that no delay would de tolerated, 
under formal protest and appeal for 
fature arbitration, commanded one of his 
gunboats to tow the Haytien Republic to the 
position in the outer harbor occupied when 
captured, and to have such slight Gamage as 
had been done to her repaired by his mechan- 
ics. Night fell before her cable could be 
ere. as her anchor chains had been badly 
fou : 
1 THE FORMAL RETURN 
was not made until the next day. The moral 
effect of this prompt action of Admeral Luce 
has been most salutary on the Hay- 
people. The influence of 
French Government, through 
Minister at Port-au-Prince, is very stron 
with the Legitime Government, and it is sai 
that the Haytien Republic would not have 
been released bad a French man-of-war been 
inthe harbor. It is also claimed that the 
French Government’s influence has 
been backing Legitime since he 
return from exile. The German Government 
is generally understood to be back of the 
Hippolyte faction in the North. The release 
was most opportune from the acknowledged 
fact that Legitime bad contracted to seli 
the Haytien Republic to the Atlas line— 
in fact, was about to turn her over to acrew 
which had arrived that morning from 


Jamaica. 
LEGITIME’S ELECTION. 

December 18. The Haytien National Con- 
stitutional’’ Assembly, which bas been in 
Session for the Boned ge four days, after 
much dispute, indorsed the existing constitu- 
tion and then immediately proceeded to vote 
the confirmation of the action of the 
Central Revolutionary Committee 
eleeting Legitime President. 
was unanimous, as 40 of 
vueputies present were from the southern de- 
partments, supporting Legitime, and the re- 
maining four were sengers on the Haytien 
lhiepublic when ca red, and were detained at 
the presidential palace, dined and wined and 
convinced of the availability of Legitime to 
govern the four northern departments they 
represented. All foreign powers were imme- 
ciately informed of his election, and a portion 
of the navy was ordered to this port to 
partake in the demonstration in honor of 
that event, and to take part inthe inaugural 
fetes. The United States flag, after an ab- 
sence of eleven days, was the returned to the 
masthead of the Haytien Republic to enliven 
the harbor, and was flying on the arrival of 
the American Vv 8. 

A GENERAL ENGAGEMENT EXPECTED. 

After neving bombarded Cape Heytien,Port- 
Ge- talk, San Mare and other smaller ports on 
the north aud west coasts, and completely de- 
moralizing all toreigu and coasting trade, it 
has been decided to advance the warships in 
connection with the army now marching 
to meet the forces of Gen. Hyppolite. 
hkirmishes have occurred on the frontier be- 
tween small detachments of armies, and news 
ota general engavement near San Marc is 
momentarily ex . 

W hile the navy and seal of government is in 
the hands ot the Legitime faction, the troops 
under Hyppolite are superior in morals and 
general efficiency and consider their com- 
mander a ‘*‘second Napoieon.’’

Admiral Luce 
replied that it had always been the policy of 
his country to encourage republics, especially 
those of the West Indies, and particulariy 
those com of enfranchised Africans, for 
America had but recently passed through a 
conflict the ultimate object of which was the 
freedom of that race in the great republic.

Anoiph Ascher, an expert accountant, was 
then called to the witness-stand.

MAGIC FOR THE PARLOR. 


Tricks Performed With Books, Numbers and 
Electricity. 


A very popular trick with magicians, says 
the Pittsburg Dispatch, is performed in this 
way: Provide a book of plain paper, of what- 
ever thickness you please. Turn over seven 
leaves from the beginning and paint a group 
of flowers; then turn over seven more leaves 
and paint the same again, and so on until you 
have turned the book through to the end. 


Then paste a slip of paper to each of the 
painted leaves. Turn the book over again and 
paint on every sixth leaf a parrot and 
then paste slips upon them as you 

upon the first. Proceed in 
this manner until you have painted 
the book fuil of pictures of various sorts, tak- 
ing care one side of the leaves is left white. 
In giving the exhibition, run the leaves 
through with the thamb, and it will appear 
full of flowers; blow on it for effect and run 
through again, and it will pees full of par- 
rots, and so On until the book seems to change 
into the different pictures you have painted; 
then, quickly reversing the book, it will ap- 
pear all blank pages. It takes a little time to 
make one, but the effect is really wonderful 
and beautiful. 

Cover the mouth ofa wineglass witha thin 
sheet of paper, over whieh scatter a layer of 
fine sand. The vibrations excited in tbe air 
by the sound of a musical instrument heid 
within afew inches of the paper will cause 
the sand on the surface to form beautiful and 
realistic figures as the music changes,

Tus term ‘‘corner’’ is understood by the 
“general public to mean an extended transac- 
tion in stocks, etc., where people who control 
the stocks, etc., to be ‘‘cornered’’ induce 
‘those who have it not to sell to them or their 


. agents for future delivery, and then run up 


the price so that deliveries can only be made 
at large losses to the sellers, which losses go 
to swell the profits of the successful manipu- 
lators. Under this impression the public re- 
gard ‘‘cornering’’ actually as a species of 
highway robbery. In his ‘‘Twenty-eight 
Years in Wail Street,’’ Henry Clews, the 
eminent New York banker, defends corners 
and speculation generally, and maintains his 
position with many good reasons and argu- 
ments. The New York Stock Exchange, he 
tolls us, is organized after the same manner 
asa social club, such as the Union League, 
the Union or the Manhattan, and not under a 
special charter from the Legislature. Hence 
it is protected from the interference of that 
honorable body. Although various attempts 
have been made, from time to time at Albany, 
to levy taxes upon the transactions of the ex- 
change, and to interfere with the business of 
speculation and investment in many other 
ways, these legislative designs have hitherto 
been happily frustrated. Shortly after the 
memorable corner in Hannibal & St. 
Joe. in 1881 another attempt was 
made by the Legislature to force Wall street 


matters under the jurisdiction of Albany iob- 
byiste and ‘‘scalpers.’’ The newspaper arti- 
es on the subject of the corner“ had at- 
tracted the attention of the Legisiature, then 
in session, and naturally suggested to some 
of the wiseacres of that dignified body that

Gentlemen of the Committee on ‘Corners’ 
and Futures: Speculation isa method now 
adopted for adjusting differences of opinion as 
to future values, whether of products or se- 
curities. This is more common now than in 
former years, because the facilities for pro- 
curing information have increased with the 
greater intelligence and celerity with which 
all business is now conducted, and also from 
the greater rapidity with which such informa- 
tion can be transmitted by telegraph and 
cable. In former years the results of a crop 
were known only when it cume to the market. 
Now almost everything affecting its future 
value is known with a fair Segre of accuracy 
before the crop is harvested. This advance 
information naturally becomes the subject of 

peculative transactions which could not 

ave ex in former times. Speculation 
Drin i play the best intelligence as to 
the future of values. It has always two sides. 
The one tnat is based principally on the facts 
and conditions of the situation wins in the 
end, and the result of the conflict is the near- 
@st possible approach to correct values. The 
consequences of speculation are thus finan- 
Ta, neficial to the country at large. 

**Speculation for a fall in prices is based 

upon the presumption of an oversupply. If it 
, the production of the particular 
roduct is checked until prices recover, and 
n the meantime prodaction is diverted to ar- 
ticles less abundant. Thus speculation proves 
& regulator both of values and production. 
Speculation fora rise in price is based upon 
* tion of scarcity or short supply, 
ite direct erfect is to quicken production 

and restore the eguilibriam of prices. 

‘ *‘OORNERS’ 
usually come from running speculation to an 
excessive length by which the seller becomes 
responsible for deliveries boyond what he can 
yen make. He thereby places himself at 
he mercy of those with whom he has made 
the contracts. These exigencies chiefly affect 
the speculators themselves, and the commu- 
nity at large but little. Extreme prices usually 
grow out of them, but they are oniy moment- 
ary, and have small effect upon the regular or 
cash transactions, which sympathize very re- 
motely with these temporary and artificial 
quotations. 

**Speculation is not to be judged by its oc- 
Casional excesses, but by the general effects 
which the foregoing considerations show to 
be beneficial. It regulates production by in- 
stantaneously advancing prices when there is 
@ scarcity, thereby stimulating production, 
and by depressing prices when there is over 
production. It thus becomes one of the 
most beneficial agente in the business 
world forthe prevention of panics. Spec- 
ulation, moreover, makes a market for 
securities that otherwise 
fist.

opposed to the liberty of making ‘‘corners,’’ 
and Mr. Clews holde that all the evils resuit- 
ing from these speculative inventions can be 
metand counteracted by business methods, 
and the laws regulating the ordinary concerns 
of life, without resorting to any rigid or 
s ial methods. To dispose of *‘corners’’ or 
abolish them on the large scale alluded to 
would presume an entire revolation in our 
social system, and to attack them piecemeal, 
as the gisiature frequently does, involves 
a very suspicious kind of. discrimination, and 
is at variance withthe spirit of the constitu- 
tion.

PROTECTION OF LIFE. 


HOW TO PRESERVE HEALTH AND LIVE 


Worse Foes Lurk Within—Werry Kills 
More Than Work. 


From the Boston Herald. 

The old saying has it that ‘‘self-preserva- 
tion is the first law of nature.“ Anything 
that threatens man’s existence he instinctively 
resists. Weare just as anxious, too, to pro- 
long life into extreme old age as we are suc- 
cessfully to repel any encroachment upon it 
earlier in its course. It is almost curious how 
strong in buman nature is the love of life. 
And invalida, lying upon beds of pain, with no 
prospect of recovery, dependent upon the 
ohary ministrations of strangers for care and 
support, when asked if they desire to live 
longer, have been known to declare that while 
they cannot see a thing remaining in life to 
make it worth living, yet somehow they were 
not willing to go. Strong, and often wholly 
beyond the reach of reason as this instinctive 
desire for life seems to be, how few take the 
steps necessary for preserving health or 
reaching longevity! Most people are either 


too ignorant, too much engrossed in other 
matters, or too careless, t. make a proper use 
of the appointed means, though they lie more 
or less within the reach of all, or to make 
what may seem at the time to be the sacrifices 
necessary. When health is gone, or death is 
threatened or assured in the near future, then, 
only when it ia too late, do they repent their 
folly. 

Perhaps first omens the means of preseryv- 
ing or reaching health and attaining longevity 
is temperance. By temperance we mean 
moderation in the general manner of life, as, 
for example, in eating and drinking, work, 
recreation, late hours, etc. Excesses in these 
respects must be sooner or later atoned for. 
The universal law of nature is moderation, 
and whatever greatly or frequently exceeds 
it ls sure to be burtful. We may not be con- 
scious of any ill effect from the excess at the 
time it is committed, and the effect, indeed, 
may be but slight, but it certainly exists, and 
if the excess be often enough repeated, or if 
it be ory great, the effect will not be 
slight, even although we are not yet conscious 
ofit. Errors that we do not seem to pay for 
— the time inevitably aggregate to shorten 

lte. 

It is, of course, of ey consequence to all 
to understand just where, in the various ac- 
tivities of existence, nature draws the line 
short of which lies temperance and beyond it 
intemperance. Itisa duty incumbent upon 
all, with a force that is scarcely second to 
any, to know and heed 

THE LAWS OF HEALTH 
with regard to moderation and excess. The 
man, or instance, who systematically over- 
works—as so many Americans do—in the idea 
that he is getting ahead, is in reality get- 
ting behind. He is simply sapping his vitality 
and strength in a way that must, if the over- 
exertion is long enough continued,in time 
either prematurely destroy his ability to work 
at all, ofr erhaps cause a tempora 
breakdown, the recovery from which will 
cause more loss of time and production than 
the overwork gained. By persisting in such a 
course, be will merely defeat his own end. 
Human enerxsy and endurance are Um ted by 
nature, and no way has yet been discovered of 
systematically exceeding the limit with im- 
punity. Why not, then, ascertain exactly 
where that limit ie, and then wisely observe 
itin time. Whoever, again, habitually stints 
himself of the amount of sleep demanded by 
his constitution, being what might be callea 
**intemperate in wakefulness,’’ thinking he is 
saving time, is, on the contrary, losing time. 
If the practice does not more geet ee 
produce disorders in his system which will 
cause him to call a halt, it is directly cur- 
tulling the ultimate enjoyment of life. Those 
who indulge in epicureanism and the ex- 
cessive use of into zicating beverages would 
be aghast if they could at once perceive the 
immediate effects and the ultimate result of 
their manner of life. Yet the line between 
safe temperance and perilous excess is drawn 
by nature with regard to these matters, and 
some pane have been exerted to make 
it visible to and comprehensive by all. 
Wh not, at least, meet the effort 
half way, ascertain nature’s law, and 
when itis known, be sure that whether or 
not you are at once conscious of any ill effect, 
if you are violating it, you are unquestionably 
doing sv to your detriment? It cannot possi- 
bly be otherwise. A man may be seriously in- 
juring himself by addiction to the pieasures 
of the bon vivant without knowing it. He may 
fora time be unconscious of the disorders it 
produces or, experiencing unpleasant symp- 
toms, may be iunorant of their cause. 

Of great utility toward reaching the same 
end as temperance, viz., health and longevity 
—far greater, indeed, than is commonly 
thought or acted upon—is the cultivation of a 

lacid and equable temperament. It may well 

e doubted if, on the whole, the external foes 
of our physica! well-being are as dangerous to 
it as those that lark within. 

ORK DOES NOT INJURE 
as much as worry. It may be doubted if the 
ravages of want are not exceeded by those of 
competition. Anger, bate, terror, despair, 
envy, jealousy, ambition—the terrific play of 
the passions—these, as it were, disintegrate 
us. The influence of our immateria! part upon 
our bodies is undoubtedly very ereat. 
It may, perhaps, without exaggera- 
tion be said we wear out chiefly from within. 

It will, perhaps, be interesting to note the 
lives of a few conspicuous men, with a view 
to tracing the effect upon their health and 
—— of the possession or lack of these 
two qualities—temperance and placidity of 
temperament. George Washington, for in- 
stance, was eminently distinguished for both 
these traits. He was noted throughout his 
lite for physical strength and good health, and 
died of acute laryngitis, after catohing cold 
from exposure to a snow-storm, at the ripe 
age of nearly 68. Alexander the Great, on the 
other band, was given to various kinds of ex- 
cess, among them thore of the table and the 
=> His temper, also, was imperious,change- 
able and ungo eérnable, he having, for exam- 
pie on one occasion, with his own hand- 

led one of his generals, bis friend and the 
preserver of his life, Clitus, an outbreak from 
which he immediately afterward went to the 
opposite extreme of remorse, passing three 
days without either food or drink. The effect 
upon bis physique of his character and man- 
ner of life rendered bim an easy prey toa 
fever contracted in the marshes about Baby- 
lon, and he died atthe early age of 88. Im- 
manuel Kant, the renowned rman meta-

doubtedly worked harder than is consistent 
with bygienic rules. Yet his work was of the 
unruffied and emotionless character of the 
philosophical thinker. All his habits were 
systematic to the very extreme, every day 
and hour having its appointed occupation. 
He was frugal and strictly temperate, and by 
the observance of these and, with the excep. 
tion we bave pointed out, the other rules of 
health he accomplished his tremendous 
amount of labor and preserved his feeble 
body without its ever baving a serious illness 
till it was actually

at 680. Mabomet had epileptic fits, but the 
temperance of his life enabled bim to endure 
them and the effects of his stormy career for 
sixty-one years. Aristotle, whose life was 
that ot the speculative thinker, reached . 
Horace, whose habits were generally temper- 
ate and simple in spite of the epicureanism 
of his poetry, and whose disposi- 
tion was eminently contented and 
Dapp. survived for fifty-seven years. 
Details with regard to the lite of Shakspeare 
are scanty. We know, however, that 
**esweet’’ and ‘‘gentie’’ were the 2 ap- 
plied to him by his associates, which argues 
an equabie temperament.

It Is Said te Be Getting Very Popular With 
American Women.

The chemical 
name for it ts ‘‘dimethyloxyquimzini,’’ but 
as it is rather long and might not be easily 
pronounced by ladies who are not ortho- 
graphical experts, it has been called simply 
antipyrine, and appears as such in the medi- 
cal books. 

It is a white powder, slightly bitter, and sol- 
uble in water. Until about a year ago it was 
prescribed for fevers — dut a French med 
ical college recommended g for neadaches 
and other pains and disord@rs, and in this 
way it has gained its grasp on so many 
thoughtless and nervous women. 

In r and many other places it is said 
that the habit 18 gainin with alarming 
rapidity, for the women take it for every ill, 
and cannot believe thut ite 8 effect can 
have any evil result until the habit is thor- 
oughly fixed upon them. 

It produces different results under different 
circumstances, and, like many other prepara- 
tions, varies according to the size of the dose. 
In large doses it has been known to produce 
complete relaxation and at the same time a 
loss of reflex action and death. In moderate 
or tonic doses it often produces convulsions. 
Its effect as a stimulant seems to be very 
much like that of quinine. and the physicians 
say that they do not understand why it should 
get the hold on women that it does.

Then the flesh was disposed of, 
the bones cleaned and mounted and the tax- 
idermist set about making a new Crowley, an 
exact reproduction of the original. 

The first was step was to make a new frame, 
and one of wood was carved, with working 
joints, exactly like Crowley’s skeleton. The 
original skeleton might have been used but 
that it was wanted for a separate exhibit. 
On these wooden bones the taxidermist 
began to create flesh and muscles, 
using excelsior bound with string. It 
consumed a great deal of time, but at last the 
professor was rewarded by seeing before him 
a new Crowley, perfectin anatomical propor- 
tion. Over the exceisior model was spread a 
coating of adhesive clay, and then Crowley’s 
hide, scra as clean as it could be scraped, 
was stretched over the figure. The result was 
entireiy satisfactory. Mr. Orowley’s recre- 
ation was a rfect success. It was to the 
small details of mounting, however, that spe- 
cial care was given, and the result is that 
Prof. Richardson’s work le not to be classed 
asthe ordinary stuffingand mounting of a 
mopkey, but as a work of art, in that he has 
reproduced all those littie characteristics 
which distinguished Mr. Crowley from 
the ordinary everyday chimpanzee. Orow- 
ley had very pecullar eyes. To have 
matched them with stock glasseyes would 
have been impossible as the coler was an odd 
ope. To get over this, Orowley’s eyes were 
painted in water colers immediately after 
death, and have been produced In glass with 
such perfecti..n that the onlooker will wait to 
see him blink in bis old-time style. 

Crowley hada striking countenance. It 
was as full or wrinkles as an old shoe. Under 
the hand of the ordinary taxidermist Crowley 
stuffed would have had a face like any other 
chimpanzee, but when he is presented to the 
public now his face will bear that expression 
of —— wisdom which it used to bear. 
This was accomplished by making a spicial 
work of the head. Witha plaster cast of the 
original before bim the taxidermist filled the 
head, through the eyes and mouth, with a fine 
adhesive plaster. Then, with dainty. in- 
struments, he pressed the skin against the 

laster, thus getting in every line of the — 
nul face. All that remains to be done now is 
to put hairon Crowley and to restore to his 
skin the bloom of youth. A rope used to hang 
in Crowley’s Central Park cage, and so fond 
was the chimpanzee of swinging on it that he 
wore all the hair from his torearms and con- 
siderable from bis pars 

These bald spots will be filled in with bear’s 
hair, which will be put in a hair at a time 
through holes punctured with a néedle. The 
fact that Crowley’s complexion had become 
ghastiv pale in death did not bother the inge- 
nious taxidermist. He immediately set to 
work and produced askin beautifier, which 
after two or three applications,restored to Mr. 
Crowley's hide that delicate chocolate tint 
which it had when its distin- 

ulshed owner used to flirt with Kittie,

Finally, Crowley will be thorouxuly scoured

The mounting of 
Crowley is perhaps the finest piece of work 
ever done by an American taxidermist. The 
animal has been recreated in every little 
nicety of detail, and the work will last for 
centuries.

ittie, Crowley’s companion, whom it was 
found to be necessary to separate from him, 
dies, she will be glven a place in the glass 
cage alongside her deceased husband. The 
group will de completed by adding a baby 
chimpanzee. It will probably be yeers before 
the up is fnisned; butit is expected that 
Mr. Crowley, the finest specimen of a chim- 
panzee ever brought to America, will be on 
exhibition by Christmas. i

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ALBERT FINK’S PLAN. 

No man in the country understands the 
railroad problem better than ALBERT 
Fun, and no man on the railroad side of 
the question could be trusted to put the 
solution of that problem on a broader, 
fairer and more statesmanlike basis. But 
even ALBERT Fink, while agreeing with 
CuaRLes FRancis ADams that the rail- 
roads themselves cannot be trusted to 
treat each other or the public fairly and 
must be forced to do so by coercive law, 
pleads for pooling regulated by law as a 
means of preventing consolidation and 
putting competition upon a wholesome, 
safe and well- regulated basis. 

Mr. Fink’s scheme of legislation, how- 
ever, is stated in such vague outline that 
it is not easy to conceive how hecan pre- 
serve even a shadow of competition under 
an effective pooling system, or how such 
a system can exist without being equiva- 
lent to consolidation. English courts 
have declared that any agreement be- 
tween railroads to pool and divide busi- 
ness and earnings was palpably illegal, 
because under such an agreement all the 
railways in the Kingdom might be col- 
lected into one large joint stock concern. 
If railroad managers who violate existing 
laws, rob their own stockholders as well 
as the general public, and wrong each 
other as well as the patrons of the roads 
after they have plighted their faith in 
these pooling arrangements, shall be 
authorized by law to enter into them 
what guarantee can the law give that 
the engine put into their hands will 
not be used as an engine of extortion and 
oppression tothe public? How can the 
law which protects the railroads from 
competition protect their patrons from 
the insatiable greed of monopoly when 
there is no competition? * 

Mr. Frvkn’s suggestion is that the pool- 
ing shall be regulated and enforced by 
law, and that the pool rates shall be sub- 
ject to revision by the Interstate Com- 
mission. This to protect railroads from 
competing unfairly against each other, 
and to protect both railroad stockholders 
and shippers from bad railroad manage- 
ment. We are not prepared to say the 
thing cannot be done. But whenever it is 
done, we shall have the trust system 
recognized, inaugurated and aided by 
law asthe proper thing to displace fair 
and free competition as a trade regulator 
under the. natural law of supply and de- 
mand. Are we ready for such an innova- 
tion, such a revolution in all the ramifica- 
tions of industry and commerce?

SUNDAY MAILS.

The Proposed New License Law. 
From the Mexico Intelligencer. 

Such a bill has no possible show of becoming 
a law and should have none. It is all right to 
grade the license in cities according to popu- 
lation and the amounts herein are not too 
high. In fact Mexico now receives $550 more 
than she would receive under the proposed in- 
creased license law. 

But the greatest objection tothe bill is the 
provision giving all the funds to the State. 
Under the present law the State receives $50 
per annum, the county $500 and the city such 
sum as the municipal authorities may provide. 
In Mexico the city receives $1,600. 

The adoption of the proposed bill would, 
therefore, take $500 from the county and §1,000 
trom the oity for each saloon and increase the 
State fund from $60 to $1,500. The State does 
not need this money and every county and 
city In the State does. The measure is a piece 
of visionary legislation that has originated in 
the brain of men who evidently know nothing 
of the practical workings of the license 
system throughout the State. 

If the idea isto make the license higher in 
St. Louis than itis at present the object can 
be reached by grading the sum in accordance 
with the population, fixing $3,000 for cities of 
the first clase, but under no circumstances 
should the funds so derived go to the State,

EXPULSION OF THE CHINESE. 

‘*With the exception of the very lowest 
Glass of loafers, I do not believe that 100 men 
can be found in Seattle wo do not heartily re- 
gret the riots of 1886 whioh drove the China- 
men from our city and which, at the time, 
were looked upon, if not with favorable 
at least with very ienient eyes by 
the best portion of the population. When the 
riote broke out and the Chinamen were 
rushed to the wharf to be sent out of the Ter- 
ritory by the hundreds, we saw only one side 
of the question. The manper in which white 
workmen had been replaced by the Chinese, 
an undoubted fact, was ascribed to their will- 
ingness to work for low wages, and the ory 
of ‘no Oriental siaves in competition with 
free Americans’ was the most effective watch- 
word of the anti-Chinese campaign, and kept 


hundreds of men quiet who would otherwise 
bave actively opposed the lawless proceed- 
ings of the mob who went to the 
Chinese quarter and drove its deni- 
zens like sheep to the ships prepared 
to send them to San Francisco. The con- 
temptible cowardice of the Mongolians also 
„ ome hy our people strongly against them. 

myself, saw three drunken men armed with 
nothing better than cowhides enter a house 
where fully twenty Chinumen lived and whip 
them out like so many dogs without encount- 
ering the least 12 every Chinaman 
trying to escape fiom thestrokes or the whip 
and not one seeming to feel the degradation 
ofthe lash. In one way or another nearly all 
the Chinamen were cleared out, and now a 
large bonus would be paid if they could be in- 
duced to return. 

A GREAT MISTAKE. 

For the first time, Mr. Bancroft went on 
to say, we recognize the cuuses that led to 
the preference accorded Chinese labor over 
American, orrather European, for the native 
Americans were, asarule, little hampered by 
Chinese competition. We who are interested 
in wheat fields and timber lands as well 
as mines, perceive that Chinese labor 
was only cheap because it was 
good. We pay na more by the day now than 
we did when we bad the Chinamen, but we 
receive much less for it. I have the manage- 
ment of over 10,000 acres of timber land, 
well as of two sawmills, and employ over 150 
men. The pay rollisno larger than it was 
four years ago, when three-quarters of my 
workmen were Chinese. The idea that they 
charge less than the whites for a day’s labor 
is entirely erroneous. Their prices are high, 
as bighasany. But when I came to measure 
up the number of feet of timber and lumber 
produced by 150 men in a month I saw where 
thé trouble lay. The Chinese cut and sawed 
fully 40 per cent more than the men who re- 
placed them. Not only would they do more 
work ina day, but they never were absent 
from their posts. A Chinaman oc- 
ae would become disabled 
by ng pn Aa spree, but in 
that case, so perfect was their organization, 
another man was alwayson the round to 
take his place and do his work. My European 
laborers not only indulge in sprees much more 
frequently, but the idea of endeavoring to 
gto any inconvenienee arisinu therefrom 

their employers never enters their beads. 
FOREIGN INSOLENCE 

The foreign-born gentlemen who find that 
their own fatherland is too hot to hold them, 
and who do us the bonorof living on the 
Pacific Coast seem to think that by this pref- 
erence they have done their full duty, and 
that laziness and neglect of work are pecca- 
dilioes so trifling as to be unworthy of notice, 
and evidently have the opin on that in re- 
placing good and indastrious labor by clums 
and irregular work they have conferred oath 
a boon upon their 1 as to entitle them 
to stop whenever they feel inclined to get 
drunk, and to suffer no diminution of pay on 
account of an absence of a few days. The in- 
soience of the thing is intwlerable. A few 
Irishmen, fresh from the peat bogs, and some 
Poles and Bohemians, with the smell and fever 
of the emigrant ship still hanging about them, 
are the men who have driven the 
most industrious and labor 
in the country from territory. 
The Americans have not interfered to enforce 
the laws, and for this we are blameworthy 
but as far as active law breaking is conoerned 
recently imported — peg emigrants are 
res) 1 or 90 per cent of it.

OGILVIE’S, OBSERVATIONS. 


Return of the Government Explorer From 
Extreme Nerthwestern Canada. 


EpMonNTON, Northwest Territory, December 
20.—Wiilliam Ogiivie, who has been engaged 
by the Government since 1887 in exploring ex- 
treme Northwestern Canada, bas arrived at 
Edgerton, via Lac Labiche and Victoria. The 
route pursued by the party was fromthe Pa- 
cific coast up Cbilcat inlet, by steamer over 
the Taing Pass to Lake Lyndeman on the 
Lewis River, the main branch of the Yukon,

always posed that the 
Lewis was 185 oy 9 ream ot the Yukon, but 
the Hootilenqus, which joins the Lewis from 
the east about two hundred miles from the 
coast, is the main stream proper. The party 
went ‘into camp on the Yukon near the inter- 
national boundary iu the latter part of Sep- 
tember. The greatest cold was in February, 
when the thermometer registered 67 degrees 
below gero. Oamp was struck in March, 
when they descended the Yukon thirty-five 
miles to the beadwaters of the Porcupise 
River,another of the main branches of the Tu- 
kon. The pass is 3, 200 feet above sea level. The 
Porcupine joins the main river at Old Fort 
Yukon, in Alaska. The Porcupine was de- 
scended to its confluence with Belis River, 
coming in from the east. This was ascended 
toa pass in the Rockies about eight anda 
halt miles long, with nothing to prevent a 
first-class railroad being built through it. 
From the east end of the pass a small 
mountain stream was followed to ite junction 
with Peel River, fowing into the Mackenzie. 
On this stream coal of g od quality and an 
abundant outcrop of asbestos were seen. 

The distance from the foot of the Rockies to 
where they entered the Peel was seventeen 
miles ina straight line. The total distance 
traveled from the Yukon at the boundary to 
the Peel River was 3818 miles, crossing two 
mountain ranges.

F. Heneaye, left Aculpo, Mexico, Saturday 
under sealed orders, and ic is understood at 
the Navy Department that their destination is 
Samoa. In all probability they will touch 
Panama for coal and other stores, after which 
they will proceed on their mission. In the 
conference that was held in this city last year 
between England, Germany and the United 
States, Germany demanded absolute control 
of these islands. Secretary Bayard positively 
refused to comply with such a demand, and 
there the matter rested. The Germans, how- 
ever, sailed for Samoa. took possession of it, 
and still retain the isiand. From what can be 
ascertained this step on the part of Germany 
was not taken unadvisedly. England knew 
all about it and Lord Sackville, then the Min- 
ister resident, is saidto have been the diplo- 
mat who advised such a step. That such an 
uncerstanding or agreement was known in 
advance of the meeting df 1887 is shown by 
the fact that no protest wasenfered by En- 
gland. It such had not been the case, the 
German fleet would never have been allowed 
to remain in Samoa twenty-four hours. The 
departure of the Carolina andthe Swifteure 
for Samoa is not looked upon with any degree 
of satisfaction by navy people. 

AN INDIGNANT OFFICER. 

In convereation with a well-known officer of 
the navy yesterday regarding this Samoan 
muddle, ne said: ‘‘I think it is a shame that 
we stand by with folded arms and see some 
other nation step in and secure these islands. 
We have a most excellent coaling station at 
Pangapanga and it would not surprise me a 
bit to see either Germany or England seize 
that. We actually did brace up sufficiently to 
send a couple of vesseis to Hayti and I hope 
that an entire fleet will be sent to Samoa. 
This is one of the toveliest places 
on earth. Samoa ies situated in bb 
deg. south latitude, and about 170 


degrees west from Greenwich. It is a trifile 
less thah 4,100 miles from San Francisco, and, 
in my opinion, we ought to have it. These 
— are naturally very rich. They produce 

are coffee, cotton, spices or unything that 

grow under a trop dal sun, I know there 
— a great many people in this country, in- 
cluding some congressmen, who think our 
own country is so large, and especially in the 
West, that the policy of acquiring possessions 
abroad is a licy which is aor to all 
former traditions and histo Tust is ail 
very well, but at the same t me there area 
great many people who, while — retaining 
citizenship, are engaged business 
pursnite in foreign countries, It is this class 
of men that we—meaning the navy—are 
bound to protect. From what I have heard it 
appears that there are a number of American 
citizens, business men,in Samoa who have 
been treated 1 dy these Germans, 
but so far nothing bas been done by our Gov- 
ernment save what Dick Lear 78 commanding 
the Ada ne, took the responsibility of doing. 
Altdoagb I am a stanch Democrat and no 
mirer of the man personally, I would like to 
see Blaine in the State Department for no 
other reason in the world than that Iknow he 
would not stand such nonsense ag this from 
Germany, England or anybody else.’’ 

THE GOVERNMENT'S ACTIO 

ut Iunderstand that our Government in- 
tends sending additional vessels of war to 
Samoa, If they haven't already gone. Don't 
you think that looks significant? 

„Well, I don’t know whether it does or not. 
I believe that the Dolphin has started and the 
twoships at the Mare Island Yard will all 
shortiy. But what of that? What we want our 
Government to do isto say in language that 
cannot possibly be misunderstood that these 
outrages to our citizens in Samoa must and 
shall 1 at once. Weare too large a Govern- 
ment to duly-dally over these affairs, and the 
sooner President Cléveland takes a decided 
stand the better forthe whole country. [am 
in favor of enforcing our rights everywhere, 
and I believe 1 voice the sentiments of the 
entire service.’ 

The State Department people profess to be 
entirely ignorant of the whole question. All 
the same they are most anxious to learn ev- 

erything new onthe subject without — 
away any information that they mer 
That there was a conference of tthe a — on 
the subject yesterday, there is no doubt, but 
just exactly what line of policy, if any, was 
agreed upon, cannot be ascertained. The 
question of the absolute neutrality and 
independence of Samoa which was guar 
anteed by us, undoubtedly formed a 
most interesting discussion, in view of what 
we have done and what we promised we would 
do in 1878, and the comparison would have 
been somewhat against the position taken by 
the United States. One of the State De 
ment officials said, however, that he thought 
the Secretary of State had no authority to in- 
terfere in such matters and it was purely a 
case coming under the legislative power of 
the United States. 

European governments, said he, allow 
their executive departments to govern In all 
matters pertaining to forelan affairs without 
any intervention of the legisiative branch. 
Our Government in such a case could not com- 
mit itself to a policy that involved the asser- 
tion of physica! force or interference in mat- 
ters of foreign affairs without first obtain ng 
authority for such action by an act of Con- 
grees.’

Here is the domain of 
conscience and in it each man is answerable 
for himself. 

It ie useless to preach about the sancitity 
of the Sabbath’’ inthe mannerin which that 
subject is treated by men like Dr. Herrick 
Jobnson, because the world will not per 
attention to it. Church members, even, will 
not regard it. For it is notasin, it cannot 
beasin, to do Sanday anything that is fit 
to be done upon any other ay of the week. 
Observation of Sunday as a y of rest, re 
jaxation, and worship does not depend on 
the notion at it is a particular sin to do 
any work of®business Sunday, but on an 
agreement among men, more or less com- 
mon or general, that there shouid be re- 
let from labor and from the common pur- 
suits of life one day in the week, and more- 
over that there should be opportunity for 
religious instruction and worship to such as 
desire to avail themselves of it. 

At this point comes In part of Dr. John- 
son’s complaint against the Sunday newspa- 
per. His first objection is that it does not 
allow a day for rest and worship to ite em- 
ployes. Dr. Johnson doesn’t know. It is 
r seldom that any man employed 
upon a daily paper works seven days in the 
week. Noone ever does, unless he desires 
so to do. Besides, it is not the Sunda 
paper, but the Monday paper, upon whic 
the Sunday work is done. 

The second charge against the Sunday news- 
paper is that it finds its way into the home, 
diverts the attention from holy things, and 
keeps people away from church. This is 
weak nonsense. Neither the newspaper of 
Sunday nor of any other day goes into an 
home unless it is wanted—that is, unless it 
ordered and paid for. No newsboy can seil 
the paper on the street even toa church 
member, unless the latter wants it. 

(There are no Sunday newspapers published 
in the cities of Great Britain, and fewer peo- 
ple go to church there than in the cities of 
this country. They absent themselves from 
tbe pews preached to by ‘‘dry’’ bigots of the 
Herrick Johnson class just as peopie do in 
this country. 

The assertion that the paper diverts the 
mind from holy things is mere cant. For one 
case of this kind there is athousand where it 
diverts the mind from ore ene | trivial 
shings, or fills up avacant baif-hour by afford - 
ing Information thatis useful, entertaining, 
or both. Quite as weak is the assertion that 
it keeps people away from church. Are not 
the churches of to-day better filled than ever 
before? Is not more money given to sus- 
tain them and to extend their work? Anddo 
men like Dr, Johnson wish to confess tust the 
preaching is so poor that it cannot contend 
with the attractions of the Sunday newspaper? 

The dogmatic assertion that ‘‘the Sunday 
newspaper has not come to stay if God has 
come to stay; that be and the Sunday 
newspapers are not agreed, is uttered in 
that tone of grotesque solemaity which makes 
ecclesiastics like Dr. Johnson ridiculous, if 
not contemptible, in the eyes of the greater 
part of mankind. Though Dr. Johnson as- 
sumes to know and declare the Divine mind, 
it is not probable that he has any exclusive 
information as to what God sanctions or dis- 
approves. The world questions the authen- 
ticity of his revelation as to the Sunday news- 
paper and his 838 concerning it. It 
does not accept his dogma about Sabbath 
breaking’’—the membership of his own 
church does not accept it; does not regard the 
ae newspaper as an immoral thing, does 
not think it an instrument of evil, a act 
of sin, but accepts it as a necessity of growin 
activity in all departments of life and knowl- 


edge. 

It is easy to see why men like Dr. Johnson 
take the position they do. They wish to 
claim Sunday aa their own; they assume to 
be lords and masters of the day; they have a 
sort of instinct that by such pretensions only 
can the position they claim for themselves 
be maintained, and that nothing must be said 
or aone Sunday for which they not granta 
dispensation or does not agree with their own 
dogmatic opinions. 

But Bourbonism in the clerical profession 
as everywhere else, is falling behind. As Paul 
in his preaching accommodated himself to a 
pew order of things, so do the wise preachers 
ot to-day. They do notadmit what Dr. Johnson 
assumes, that there is a rivalry between the 
Sanday newspaper and the pulpit, but they 
exert themselves to makea public sentiment 
that willhold the newspaper of Sunday and 
ofevery day up to the highest standard of 
moral alm and effort. There can be no ques- 
tion as to the value of this work, compared 
with the mistaken effort to put down the 8an- 
day newspaper by cheap imitations of the 
thunderer of Sinal. 

The tendencies of the age they workin are 
always studied by wise workers, and Ohris- 
tianity itself will de more potent in future 
somewhat in the proportion that its expound- 
ers note the tendencies of their times and use 
the instruments at their hand, instead of ar- 
raying themselves biindly against forces that 
have long been in active revolution, and never 
were 80 resisticss as now.

JACKSON WON. 


The Australian Defeated the Californian in 
Twenty-Four Hard Rounds. 


SAN FRANCISCO, December 29.—The much- 
discussed fightto a finish between Joe Mc- 
Auliffie, the heavy-weight fighter of the coast, 
and Peter Jackson, the colored champion 
pugilist of Australia, took place here last 
night in the gymnasium hall of the California 
Atbletic Club. Both men had many ad- 
mirers, for Jackson’s reported skill 


and pluck were great, but in the 
betting, of course, McAuliffe had the call, 
many of the sports present being willing to 
bet as much ar 2tolon his winning the ht. 
The men entered the ring about 9 o'clock with 
their seconds, Barney Fariey and Joe Bowers 
for McAuliffe, and Sam Fitzpatrick and Tom 
Meadows for the colored champion. Me- 
Auliffie weighed 218 pounds, Jackeon 205 
pounds. McAuliffe’s heicht is 6 feet and & of 
an inch, Jackson's the same. 

The California Athietic Club were confident 
that McAuliffe would win the fleht, and hence 
had announced that ther would back the 
victor againstthe world for a purse of $6,000. 

When ‘‘time’’ was called for the first round 
McAuliffe led off with his right, but did not 
reach his opponent, and after a few harmless 
passes the round closed. In the second 
round Jackson landed on McAuliffe’s 
stomach. and managed to secure first blood 
with a well directed blow on the right ear. 
Jackson in this round gave promise of his 
subsequent performances by some very 
clever dodging and a telling rap on the 
neck, which nearly prostrated the California 
favorite. In the third round in- fighting was 
the rule, closing with a terrible thump on the 
— from McAuliffe, which made Jackson 
spin. 

In the fourth round Jackson got in three 
blows while McAulifie counted but once. 

The fiftn round saw Jackson forcing the 
fichting. Round six was Jackson's exclu- 
sively. Round seven was tame. Round eight 
was again Jackson’s. He got in tour telling

From round 9 to round 21 Jackson continued 
his forceful tactics and then rested awhile in 
order to gain wind for arenewed attack which 
he brought on in round 22 and 23.
